Probable swine flu 
case is reported in 
the Gateway area 



Two confirmed, 
four probable in 
state; none locally 

Kentucky health officials said 
Wednesday two swine flu cases 
have been confirmed in Ken- 
tucky and four more probable 
cases have been reported, includ- 
ing in infant in the Gateway Area. 

The infant, from Montgomery 
County, did not require hospital- 
ization, nor have any of the pa- 
tients listed as probable cases. 

Health officials are awaiting 
confirmation of the cases from 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDCP). 

Confirmed cases include a 
Bowling Green woman, who re- 
portedly is recovering in a Geor- 
gia hospital, and a Daviess 
County man, who is receiving 
anti-viral drugs and doing well. 

According to health officials, 
no probable cases of swine flu 
have been reported in Morgan 
County. However, cultures from 
four local patients who have 
tested positive for the common 
seasonal flu in the days since the 
onset of swine flu was announced 
have been sent to the CDCP, ac- 
cording to Pat Lewis, Infection 
Control Nurse at Morgan County 
ARH. Lewis said no one locally 
has been hospitalized because of 
the flu. 

Lewis said patients are rou- 
tinely given rapid test screenings 
for the common flu, which are 
analyzed in Frankfort. Since 
January, some 250 local patients 
have received these screenings, 
she said, of which only 35 per- 
cent tested positive for the com- 
mon flu. Lewis said that with the 
onset of the new swine flu — to 
which people have built up no re- 
sistance — U.S. health officials 
have requested that all positive 
flu tests be forwarded for analy- 
sis to the CDCP, which is track- 
ing the virus’ spread. 

U.S health officials said that 
as of Tuesday there are were 
more than 400 confirmed cases 
of swine flu in the United States. 
The tally shows 38 states now 
have cases of swine flu. That’s 
up from the CDC’s count on Sun- 
day of 160 confirmed cases in 21 
states. 

CDC officials say the increase 
in part reflects catching up on a 
backlog of tests. But it also shows 
that swine flu is fairly widespread 
in the U.S. They say the 30 
people hospitalized so far have 
been mostly older children and 
young adults. 



The health officials were cau- 
tiously optimistic that the new 
swine flu isn’t as dangerous as 
first feared. But they urged 
people to keep taking precau- 
tions. 

Kentucky’s first case of swine 
flu was confirmed last Thursday 
in a Warren County woman who 
is hospitalized in Georgia. 

The other probable cases in- 
volve an infant in the Barren 
River Health District and a 
Fayette County man. 

The Gateway District Health 
Department recommends that 
citizens exercise common pre- 
cautions to reduce the spread of 
flu. 

•Cover your nose and mouth 
with a tissue when you cough or 
sneeze. Throw the tissue in the

Morgan County has been cho- 
sen to receive $5,202 to supple- 
ment Emergency Food and Shel- 
ter programs in the county. These 
funds have been made available 
through the American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act of 2009 
(ARRA). 

The selection was made by a 
national board that is chaired by 
the U.S. Department of Home- 
land Security’s Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency and 
consists of representatives from 
the American Red Cross, Catho- 
lic Charities USA, Salvation 
Army, United Jewish Communi- 
ties and United Way of America. 
The local board was charged to 
distribute funds appropriated by 
Congress to help expand the ca- 
pacity of food and shelter pro- 
grams in high-need areas around 
the country. 

A local board made up of 
Gateway Community Action, 
Gateway ADD, Gateway Home- 
less Coalition, ARH Home 
Health, Morgan County DCBS, 
Morgan County Ministerial As- 
sociation, Morgan County Salva- 



tion Army, Morgan County 
Judge Executive’s Office, Re- 
tired and Senior Volunteer Pro- 
gram, Pathways, Morgan County 
American Red Cross and Mor- 
gan County Christian Social Ser- 
vices will determine how funds 
awarded to Morgan County are 
to be distributed among the 
emergency food and shelter pro- 
grams run by local service agen- 
cies in the area. 

The local board is responsible 
for recommending agencies to 
receive these funds made avail- 
able through the ARRA. 

Under the terms of the grant 
from the national board, local 
agencies chosen to receive funds 
must: 

• Be private voluntary non- 
profits or unites of government. 

• Be eligible to receive fed- 
eral funds. 

• Have an accounting system. 

• Practice nondiscrimination. 

• Have demonstrated the ca- 
pability to deliver emergency 
food and/or shelter programs. 

• If they are a private organi- 
zation, they must have a volun- 



tary board. 

Qualifying agencies are en- 
couraged to apply. 

Morgan County has distrib- 
uted Emergency Food and Shel- 
ter funds previously with Gate- 
way Community Action, Morgan 
County Christian Social Ser- 
vices, Morgan County Ministe- 
rial Association, Morgan County 
American Red Cross and Gate- 
way Homeless Coalition partici- 
pating. These agencies were re- 
sponsible for providing 1,000 
meals, 89 nights of lodging, as- 
sistance to 40 households and 
assistance to three households 
last year.

Methane in water 
can result from 
natl. gas drilling 

April 30 — Natural gas drill- 
ing is being blamed for water 
pollution in several states. In 
some cases, drilling sends meth- 
ane gas into nearby water wells 
and groundwater sources. 
“Drinking water with methane 
isn’t necessarily harmful,” writes 
Abrahm Lustgarten for 
ProPublica, “but the gas be- 
comes dangerous when it evapo- 
rates out of the water and into 
people’s homes, where it can 
become flammable. It can also 
suffocate those who breathe it.” 

In Dimock, Pa., which has 
seen much gas drilling into the 
Marcellus Shale, several wells 
have exploded. One person was 
told that if he wanted to take a 
bath, he needed to open a win- 
dow because of the high meth- 
ane levels in his water. It’s a story 
that’s not unique to the area. A 
recent report from Garfield 
County, Colo., one of the most 
heavily drilled areas in the U.S., 
found that gas drilling has af- 
fected dozens of wells in the 
area.

Safety first: How to identify 
census workers 



The U.S. Census Bureau says 
safety is top priority for its em- 
ployees and the public. That’s 
why the Census Bureau is re- 
minding people that census ad- 
dress listers wear official identi- 
fication badges and use handheld 
computers to record addresses. 
The 2,000 employees now comb- 
ing Kentucky streets building an 
address list for the 2010 Census 
might also carry black workbags 
with the words “U.S. Census 
Bureau” on them. 

Anyone who is worried by 
someone gazing at his house or 
knocking at her door should ask 
for identification,” said William 
W. Hatcher, regional director in 
the Charlotte Regional Census 
Center, which supports 2010 
Census operations in Kentucky 
and four other states. “You can 
ask for the address lister’s name 
and the phone number of the lo- 
cal census office to call and 



verify employment. We want 
residents to feel safe so that cen- 
sus workers can safely do their 
jobs.” 

Two local census offices 
opened in Kentucky in 2008 to 
supervise the current address 
canvassing operation. They are 
located in Lexington ( 859) 422- 
7210 and Louisville (502) 580- 
GO 10. Later this year, five more 
local census offices will open in 
the state to support 2010 Census 
operations. 

Address listers are updating 
and completing a confidential 
address list that will be used to 
mail or deliver 2010 Census 
questionnaires next March. The 
address canvassing operation 
began April 6 in the state and will 
continue through mid-summer. 
Address listers use handheld 
computers that capture GPS in- 
formation as they verify an ad- 
dress and ask residents about ad- 



ditional living quarters on the pre- 
mises. 

Hatcher stressed that census 
workers never ask for a bank ac- 
count number or social security 
information during 2010 Census 
operations. The 2010 Census will 
be America’s 23 rd decennial cen- 
sus, as mandated by the U.S. Con- 
stitution. 

“Our address listers record 
only address information during 
this operation,” Hatcher said. 
“All of the information the Cen- 
sus Bureau gathers in the decen- 
nial census, as well as other sur- 
veys and censuses, is strictly con- 
fidential.” 

Census employees take an 
oath of confidentiality and can 
face a fine of up to $250,000 and 
five years in prison for violating 
that oath. 

Decennial Census results will 
be used to determine the number 
of congressional seats for each 
state, the shape of legislative and 
local government districts, and 
how $300 billion in federal funds 
is distributed annually to commu- 
nities across America. 



April 1, 2010, is Census Day, 
the reference date for collecting 
decennial census information.

Applications being 
accepted for Rural 
Energy pgm. grants 

WASHINGTON, March 11 
— Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack today announced that the 
department is accepting funding 
applications from eligible enti- 
ties for grants to conduct energy 
audits under the Rural Energy for 
America Program (REAP). 

“For the first time ever, 
USDA will make grant funding 
available this year through the 
Rural Energy for America Pro- 
gram to help agricultural produc- 
ers and rural small businesses 
obtain audits to identify ways to 
improve energy efficiency,” 
Vilsack said. “The assistance 
provided by this program is in 
keeping with President Obama’s 
energy conservation goals for 
our nation.” The program is au- 
thorized in Section 9007 of the 
2008 Farm Bill. 

The audits are intended to 
help rural small businesses and 
agricultural producers determine 
where to make changes in their 
operations to enable them to re- 
duce energy consumption. Au- 
dits are required for renewable 
energy and energy efficiency 
projects funded through REAP 
that exceed $50,000. States, 
tribal and local governments, 
land grant colleges or universi- 
ties, other institutions of higher 
learning, and electric coopera- 
tives and public power entities 
are eligible to receive funds to 
conduct the audits. Parties seek- 
ing audits from the grantees must 
pay 25 percent of audit costs. 

Applications for grants must 
be completed and submitted on 
paper or electronically no later 
than June 9. For further details

Hwy. 519 VFD Requests New 
Membership Fee Collection 
Method 



How can 519 Volunteer Fire 
Department help you? In addition 
to the fire protection we provide, 
we have worked, persisted and 
requested to have a special in- 
spection to acquire an ISO rating 
from a 10 to a 9. When we be- 
came a class 9 department, it 
brought you an average of $100 
per year savings on your 
homeowners insurance. 

An ISO rating is one indica- 
tor that insurance companies use 
to determine discounts. It takes a 
great deal of money to have 
enough high performance trucks 
and other equipment required to 
meet the rigid criteria for each 
level we request to achieve. We 
now desire very much to become 
a class 8 fire department in 2009. 
If this is accomplished, and we 
feel confident that we can pass 
the test, you would benefit with 
about a third more reduction in 
your homeowners insurance pre- 
miums. Is this not a deal for your 
$35 annual membership fee? 
Unfortunately, we do not have the 
money to accomplish this mile- 
stone. 

We want to keep you, our sup- 
porters, informed of what our fi- 
nancial status is. We still owe for 
two of our trucks. We request that 
our state aid money each year be 
put toward that expense. Addi- 
tional expenditures for 2008 in- 
clude: 

• Insurance on fire trucks and 
two buildings ($6,500). 

• Fuel for truck operation 

($ 1 , 000 ). 

• Utilities: electric, gas for 
heating and phone ($3,356). 

• Building repair for station #1 
($13,500). 

• Postage for membership let- 
ters ($378). 

• Minimal supplies for office 
and cleaning ($300). 

These additional expenses 
have cost us approximately 
$25,034). 

Income received during 2008 
includes: 

• A dollar-for-dollar matching 
fund from Morgan County gov- 
ernment and an undisclosed do- 
nor of $10,000 each specified for 
a fire truck for the Wrigley sta- 
tion only. Thank you very much. 

• $7,750 state aid specified for 
truck payment. State aid money 
can never be used for incidental 
spending but only trucks, equip- 
ment or gear and must be ap- 
proved prior to spending. 

• $ 1 0, 1 75 ( this is about 40 per- 
cent of the people paying) from 
2008 membership fees and dona- 
tions. This is the only money we 
have available to pay our addi- 
tional expenses, which is not 
enough - do the math. We needed 
$14,859 to balance the budget 
without dipping into our savings. 

Since the attack on 9/11, our 
insurance has tripled. We have 
had to use money in savings for 
this increase each year since 2001 
and for the repair on station #1 
this year. Our operating budget, 
which includes membership 
dues, donations and savings, has 
had a smaller bottom line since 
9/11. Operating costs have also 
increased for everything, causing 
our bottom line to shrink even 
more. If circumstances do not 
change, we will be operating in 
the red by the end of 2009. If 
there is no money, we cannot 
make improvements and become 
a class 8 department because our 
doors will have to close. 

Fire Chief Drexel Patrick has 
met with our magistrate, Stanley 
Riggsby, numerous times to dis- 
cuss ways that the county govern- 
ment could help us financially. 
Mr. Riggsby tried to find ways 
and has commented time and 
time again that he wants to help. 
He suggested that we change the 
way we collect our membership 
fee. Perhaps instead of mailing, 
we could have the fee listed on 
property tax bills. This would 
have saved several hundred dol- 
lars in postage and been more 
convenient for us and you. We 
anticipated that this would in- 
crease the number of member- 
ships we normally receive, gen- 
erate ample revenue for operat- 
ing costs, and possibly reduce the 
amount in the near future back to 
$25. However, Mr. Riggsby had 
a change of heart and decided not 
to make a motion for this to be 
implemented. 

When we organized this fire 
department 20 years ago, we 
worked tirelessly year after year 



doing fundraisers, attending 
many hours of required training 
and spending precious time away 
from our families - all at our own 
expense for gas in our personal 
vehicles, putting our lives on the 
line. We have accomplished so 
much with so few backing us up. 

Mr. Riggsby stated that he is 
reluctant to impose an additional 
financial burden on his constitu- 
ents by placing the membership 
fee on property tax bills, which 
would be less than $0. 10 per day. 
Yes, it is our choice to volunteer 
(“free”) for all we do, but we 
should not have to continue to 
raise all the money for buildings 
and trucks and then also have to 
raise money for operating costs. 
Ask this, “Who is experiencing 
the hardship?” 

We feel that Mr. Riggsby’s 
reluctance to ask the Fiscal Court 
to allow the fee to be included 
on the tax bills may be denying 
his constituents tremendous sav- 
ings. We are not asking for a tax, 
or even more money, but that the 
membership fee we already col- 
lect be collected in a different 
way. We would like to continue 
our service and make improve- 
ments in our departments, but it 
is time that everyone in the com- 
munity begin to help. 

Could someone out there vol- 
unteer your time, organize and 
oversee a fundraising project, or 
maybe change Mr. Riggsby’s 
view to do what would be fair for 
everyone, and not just put the fi- 
nancial responsibility on a few? 

To those who are supportive, 
we thank you on behalf of the 
entire community. You are as 
important to the department as 
the firefighters are. 

Now, reverse the question. 
How can you help the 519 VFD? 
We need a higher percentage of 
you to submit your annual mem- 
bership fee as soon as possible. 
You can also contact our magis- 
trate, Stanley Riggsby, at 743- 
3675 to let him know how you 
feel about the support of the 
county government and sugges- 
tions you may have. In addition, 
if you would like to spearhead a 
fundraiser, or have questions or 
concerns, you are welcome to 
call Fire Chief Drexel Patrick at 
743-4401.

the car, Patrick’s step-father, 
Robert Perkins, fired a shot at 
Mapel as the car fled the scene. 

Patrick’s bullet-riddled body 
was discovered a short time later 
by a witness about 1 1 miles away 
on Ky. 1162 (the Vance Fork 
road). The witness, Edgar King 
of told authorities he found 
Mapel beside the road in front of 
his residence leaning on the car 
with a wound to the chest. 
Patrick’s body was lying inside 
the car with several bullet 
wounds, authorities said. 

At the time of the murder, 
Mapel, who was later indicted 
for capital murder by a Morgan 
County grand jury, was an es- 
capee from the Montgomery 
County Jail, where he was being 
held on charges of kidnapping 
his infant son, Billy Wyatt, from 
a babysitter’s home in Mt. Ster- 
ling. Melissa Patrick was Billy 
Wyatt’s mother. 

In that incident, Mapel alleg- 
edly wrecked his vehicle in 
Menifee County after police at- 
tempted to stop him, then fled the 
scene, leaving his injured child 
behind in the overturned Jeep. 
Authorities later caught up with 
Mapel at a family member’s 
home in Jeffersonville, where he 
allegedly engaged them in an 
armed standoff before eventually 
giving himself up. 

Mapel was awaiting trial af- 
ter pleading not guilty to the kid- 
napping and standoff case when 
he escaped from jail on Oct. 16. 

Mapel also faces charges in 
Menifee County for first degree 
assault, first degree wanton en- 
dangerment and first degree 
criminal abuse. A judge has 
placed a stay on those proceed- 
ings until after Mapel is tried on 
the murder charge.

In the Battle of Perryville, 
Ky., on October 8, 1862 the 
Southern Confederacy sorely 
tested the mettle of the Union 
Army. The 8th Ky. Union Infan- 
try Regiment, formed at Estill 



Springs and commanded by Col. 
Sidney M. Barnes, “was present, 
yet not engaged in the fighting at 
Perryville.” The unit helped to 
push the rebel troops out of the 
state. 

The 8th Ky. Infantry was 



made of mostly Eastern Kentuck- 
ians from Estill County with 
some men from Morgan and 
Wolfe counties. The latter re- 
cently established in 1860. 

Regimental historian, Thomas 
J. Wright, wrote in 1880, he be- 
lieved the recruits “were excel- 
lent marksmen [who] only 
needed schooling and discipline.” 

However, after the Battle of 
Perryville, the men wanted to re- 
turn to their homes due to “anger 
over officers’ privileges, home- 
sickness, late pay, poor rations, 
and simple exhaustion.” 

Some soldiers left their unit 
with leave and some without, but 
had every intention of returning 
to duty. 

The Confederates were raid- 
ing in Eastern Kentucky. Union 
soldiers wanted to check on their 
families, property, and sought to 
put up provisions for the winter. 

The December 10, 1862 
Frankfort Daily Commonwealth 
listed these local soldiers: 

Company E: [.Absent With 
Leave from Wolfe County) - 
Elsberry Little, Alfort (Alford?) 
Shackelford, and William Gra- 
ham (Absent Without Leave from 
Wolfe County), Corporal Miles 
Wilson, Amos R. Williams, and 
George Little (Absent With 
Leave from Morgan County) 
Marion Walter. (Absent Without 
Leave from Morgan County) 
Corporal William Bindon (prob- 
ably, Lindon?). 

Company G: (Absent With 
Leave from Wolfe County) - 
Elisha Bailey, Randal M. Olinger, 
and C. L. Shackelford (Absent 
Without Leave from Wolfe 
County), James Spence and John 
H. Stewart. 

After the soldiers returned to 
their unit, many were later en- 
gaged at significant battles at 
Stone River, Chickamauga, and 
Lookout Mountain. The Emanci- 
pation Proclamation took effect 
January 1, 1863, but did not in- 
clude slaves in Kentucky. It was 
not universally welcomed by the 
soldiers of the regiment.

The knife sharpening stone on 
the side of the Seasons Florist 
building attracts very little atten- 
tion today. It has been filed away 
in the older generation’s minds 
and thought of every now and 
then as we walk past it. I am sure 
the younger generation has no 
clue what that stone is or any- 
thing about its history. However, 
to my generation it is well 
known. 

The stone is sandstone — hav- 
ing three deep grooves in it from 
years of use as a place to sharpen 
pocket knives. I can remember 
in the thirties and forties people 
stopping by the stone to sharpen 
their knives. This was in the days 
when most men carried a knife 
and wouldn’t be without one. In 
fact, it was an essential tool. A 
knife, among other things, was a 
symbol of adulthood. Most men 
can remember their first knife 
and where they got it. 

I got my first knife with a pair 
of boots! One of the boots had a 
holster on the side with a knife 
in it and a flap that snapped shut. 
It was an inexpensive knife but 
expensive enough to make you 
feel like you had grown up ! If a 
child wore a pair of boots like 
those to school today he would 
be arrested by either the local 
police, homeland security, FBI 
and possibly the CIA! 

Wearing a mackinaw, boots 
with a knife tucked into the side 
of one of the boots, a BB gun, 
and an aviator helmet cap was 
the epitome of cool in those 
days ! As a boy grew up he moved 
up in the knife chain, going from 
the cheap toy knives to a Case 
or some other name brand. 

There is an art to sharpening 
a knife. One of the best places to 
sharpen one was the stone pic- 
tured above. The stone is a part 
of the building built by Jim 
Sebastian in 1925. In the 1930’s 
and 40’s a pool room was in the 
north side of the Sebastian build- 
ing where the stone is located. 
(The stone was about as close to 
the pool room as I was allowed 
in those days.) 

Watching the experts, you 
learned the art of sharpening a 
knife. First you had to spit in the 



grove and stroke the blade one 
side and then the other a certain 
way to sharpen it. All through the 
day men would spit on the stone 
and sharpen their knives. I sup- 
pose the mixture of ambeer and 
spit made the right combination 
for sharpening metal. After a 
knife was sharpened, tucked and 
in your pocket, it was ready to 
clean and cut your finger nails. 
Some even picked their teeth, 
pealed an apple, or cut a chew 
of tobacco! I suppose people had 
a much stronger immune system 
in those days than they do now. 

The north side of the 



Sebastian building has contained 
various businesses over the 
years. First was the D.R. Keeton 
clothing store, the Bill Elam drug 
store, pool rooms by various 
owners, a fruit market, several 
jewelry stores and a florist. It is 
presently owned by Belinda 
Marshall. 

A few years back, knife swap- 
ping became quite the thing in 
West Liberty. Judge Reed Halsey 
built a shelter around the World 
War I monument on the court- 
house lawn so traders and 
whittlers would have a place to 



sit in the shade and swap knives. 
Knife traders swapped so much 
they could recognize a knife when 
they saw it, who owned it, as well 
as recall its previous owners. My 
brother. Merle, tells the story 
about walking down the street and 
passing a group of knife traders. 
As he walked by, Roy Tyler was 
looking at a knife and Merle heard 
him remark, “Why, that’s the 
Walter Franklin knife”! 

There were a few ’’Division I” 
knife traders like, A. J. Herald, 
Marvin Burton, Revis Ferguson, 
Garry Elam, Harold Barber, and 
others. I still carry a knife I 
bought from Harold Barber back 
in the 1970’s. 

I don’t know if young boys 
like to carry a pocket knife today 
or not. Of course, they can be dan- 
gerous. My mother gave my sons. 
Bill and Kent, and Merle’s son, 
Tim, knives for Christmas when 
they were teenagers. She thought 
they were mature enough to 
handle one, and within 15 min- 
utes Bill and Kent had cut them- 
selves and Tim had cut a hole in 
his pants! 

It is sad that we live in a soci- 
ety where young boys are dis- 
couraged from carrying a knife. 
In my opinion, this deprives them 
of important things like: learning 
to whittle, playing mumble-peg, 
cutting cane poles, spending 
hours throwing a knife so it would 
make the right revolutions and 
stick in a tree, cutting their ini- 
tials on a tree and sometimes with 
a secretly admired girl’s initial 
(a girl that you never had nerve 
enough to speak to), or cutting a 
fishing line. 

Knives were being manufac- 
tured in Sheffield, England, as 
early as the 1 100’s when Richard 
I was king of England.

(also called whittle) was a crude 
form of knife which was followed 
by a type of folding clasp knife, 
similar to the modern pocket- 
knife. In the United States, pock- 
etknives were being made in 
Worchester, Massachusetts, in 
1829 and three years later in 
Saccarrappa, Maine.

Standing sev- 
eral miles from the expanse of 
this great scene and using a 
Pentax with 35 mm color film 
and a normal lense, he was able 
to capture a photo that I am so 
proud to show today. 

As Judge Conley travels over 
the countryside searching for 
places of interest, I hope he will 
find this one of his favorites. I 
hope he can look beyond the 
horse park and ball stadium that 
occupy much of the land today, 
and find the same peace and ap- 
preciation of the past as I do 
when I look over this valley that 
means so much to me.

Clerk resigns; 
Blevins to be 
named to post 

SANDY HOOK — Longtime 
Elliott County Clerk Reeda Ison 
resigned her position at a special 
fiscal court meeting last week. 

Elected to the post in 1998, 
Ison was indicted last year on 
charges of theft and abusing the 
public trust. 

A state auditor’s report on the 
clerk’s 2007 finances found that 
Ison was handling her own pay- 
roll and not paying state and fed- 
eral withholding taxes for that 
year. A county ordinance pro- 
vides that the county treasurer 
handle these duties. 

According to the report. 
County Treasurer Trina Sartaine 
handled the payroll for the last 
half of 2007. But, according to 
Sartaine, Ison took back control 
of her payroll in 2008. 

Auditors said the Clerk’s Of- 
fice cumulative account deficits 
over seven years of audits totaled 
more than $54,000. 

The state attorney general’s 
office has declined comment on 
reports that Ison has entered a 
plea agreement on the charges 
against her. Ison’s next court date 
is scheduled for Friday, May 8.

The Daniel Boone National 
Forest is seeking candidates to 
serve on a resource advisory com- 
mittee (RAC) under the Secure 
Rural Schools and Community 
Self-Determination Act of 2000, 
reauthorized by Congress in 2008. 

The RAC will consist of 15 
members, each serving a four-year 
term. These members will be se- 
lected to develop and recommend 
projects to benefit national forest 
lands and nearby communities. 
Under Title II of the Act, these 
projects will occur in counties 
where funding has been allocated. 

Individuals may nominate 
themselves or others to become a 
RAC member. Each member must 
be a Kentucky resident and, to the 
extent practicable, provide local 
representation from various inter- 
ests groups within or near the 
Daniel Boone National Forest. 

Any projects for RAC consid- 
eration will be for the counties that 
elect to allocate funding to Title 
II projects. In 2009, the counties 
with allocated funding include 
Clay, Jackson, Laurel, Leslie and 
McCreary. 

In addition to recommending 
projects for implementation, the 
RAC members will monitor 
progress and coordinate with For- 
est Service management officials. 
The RAC will provide opportuni- 
ties for interested parties to par- 
ticipate in project development 
and decisional processes. 

The Daniel Boone National 
Forest RAC will have approxi- 
mately $172,000 for project work 
in 2009. No salary will be paid to 
RAC members, but reimburse- 
ment for travel expenses to and 
from committee meetings is per- 
mitted. 

Some examples of projects in- 
clude maintaining motorized and 
non-motorized trails, road paving 
in campgrounds, non-native inva- 
sive plant control, reducing haz- 
ardous fuel buildup, and purchas- 
ing equipment and supplies to 
support work. 

Project funding may also be 
used to leverage grant dollars and 
collaboration with partners, such 
as federal and state agencies and 
non-profit organizations. 

At lease 50 percent of Title II 
project funds must be used for wa- 
tershed and stream restoration or 
the maintenance, decommission- 
ing or obliteration of existing 
roads. 

In an effort to represent varied 
interests, RAC members will be 
selected from three separate cat- 
egories. 

The first category represents 
commodity or commercial inter- 
ests. Members from this category 
may include organized labor; tim- 
ber and non-timber forest prod- 
ucts; recreation outfitter guides; 
off-highway- vehicle users; en- 
ergy and mineral development in- 
terests; holders of federal land use 
permits; and non-industrial pri- 
vate forest land owners within the 
area for which the RAC is orga- 
nized. 

The second category for se- 
lected members will represent en- 
vironmental and conservation in- 
terests. Members in this category 
may be with nationally, regionally 
or locally recognized environmen- 
tal organizations. They may rep- 
resent dispersed recreation activi- 
ties, archaeological and historical 
interests, wildlife or hunting or- 
ganizations, and watershed pro- 
tection groups.

The third category, public at 
large, may be any citizen, includ- 
ing elected officials or designees, 
teachers or school officials, or 
American Indian tribes within or 
adjacent to a committee area. 

Three replacement members to 
represent each category will also 
be selected. Replacement mem- 
bers will not vote with seated 
RAC members, but they will be 
required to undergo background 
clearance so they can readily fill 
a vacancy when needed. 

We are looking for people with 
energy and commitment to serve 
the long-term benefit of our na- 
tional forest, those who are also 
interested in working with a di- 
verse array of interest groups rep- 
resenting the committee, said Act- 
ing Forest Supervisor Paul Brad- 
ley with the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest. 

The Secure Rural Schools law 
gives states and counties pay- 
ments for the next four years, tied 
to the amount of national forest 
land in the country and other fac- 
tors. County officials will desig- 
nate a portion of the funds to 
projects reviewed by the RAC. 

Any Kentucky resident inter- 
ested in serving as a RAC mem- 
ber must complete a form that will 
be used for a required background 
check. Nominees will be evalu- 
ated based on education, training 
and experience in the category 
that they represent. 

Knowledge of the geographic 
area covered by the committee, 
demonstrated commitment to col- 



laborative decision-making, and 
contribution to the balance and 
diversity of the committee will be 
required. 

In line with U.S. Department 
of Agriculture policies, equal op- 
portunity practices will be fol- 
lowed in all membership appoint- 
ments to the committee. To ensure 
that the committee takes into ac- 
count the diverse groups served by 
the USDA, the RAC shall include 
individuals with demonstrated 
ability to represent minorities, 
women and persons with disabili- 
ties.
